THE finals are in

MORE than a little 
fuss was made of 
Preston Makedo-

ONE of Queensland soccer's greats was 
fittingly honoured with a huge turnout 
at his funderal last week. 

Former Merton defender Gary Catchpole died 
suddenly aged 46. 

More than 1000 former team-mates and soccer 
friends attended the funeral. 

Catcher, who represented Queensland and was 
included in the Australian squad which played 
Scotland in May, 1967, earned a reputation as a 
tough but honest player. 

“Gary was a player’s player,” said former 
team-mate Ron Millman.

Four days later and 
a number of our fans 
couldn’t even manage 
that 60 seconds of 
silence. 


Accident 


And while the Euro- 
peans recognise that 
Hillsborough was a 
terrible accident, I get 
the impression that 
they feel this sort of 
thing is now part and 
parcel of the British 


game. And sadly, 
they're right. 
Hillsborough has 
put Europe on the 
alert. They can’t wait 
to have our teams back 
in their competitions 
the season after next, 
but they're not so keen 
on entertaining our 


They don’t mind the 
singing and chanting, 
but they can do with- 
out the headbangers. 

Our clubs are always 
disassociating them- 
selves from these sorts, 
but have done precious 
little to deter them. 

They don’t want to 
turn even the nastiest 
fans away for fear of 
losing a few bob at the 
turnstiles. 

That attitude simply 
will not do any more. 
Hillsborough was the 
final blow. 

If the problems 
aren’t confronted 
head-on, the long- 
suffering public are 
going to turn their 
back on the game for 


The frightening 
thing is that we are 
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listen and learn 


now little more than 10 
years away from the 
21st century, yet foot- 
ball hasn't even moved 
into the 20th century 
yet. 

Our grounds, nearly 
all built during the 
time of Queen Victor- 
ia, are simply not able 
to meet modern day 
requirements. 

If it means pulling 
down existing stadiums 
and selling the land to 
property developers in 
order to move to some 
other part of town, 
then so be it. If new 
stadiums cost millions, 
that money must be 
found. 

It angers me when 
clubs moan about the 
crippling cost of the 
proposed ID scheme 
and then pay seven- 
figure transfer fees for 
mediocre players. 

I'm not a fan of ID 
cards and believe 
they'll be a disaster, 
but the game won't 
convince the Govern- 
ment of that while it 
continues to squander 
its money.

The public hearing 
into the disaster, that 
claimed 95 lives during 
the Liverpool-Notting- 
ham Forest FA Cup 
semi-final five weeks 
ago, is scheduled to 
last at least six.weeks 
in Sheffield Town 
Hall. 

Lord Justice Taylor 
is expected to hear first 
from fans who escaped 
the death terraces. 


Small numbers of 
fans will be chosen to 
give evidence to the 
hearing along with 


hundreds of written 
statements. 

Lord Justice Taylor 
hopes to make some 
safety recommenda- 
tions before the start 
of the next football 
season. 

Douglas Fraser, a

MICHEL PLATINI is

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NAPOLI won their ‘first-© -ever European 
trophy after a 3-3 draw with VfB Stutt- 
gart in the second leg of the UEFA Cup 


at the Neckarstadion. 

The West Germans 
fought back from 1-3 
down to level the score 
in the last minute, but 
Napoli lifted the cup 
5-4 on aggregate, hav- 
ing won 2-1 at home 
two weeks earlier. 

Napoli owed their 
success to their South 
American stars as 
Diego Maradona — 
who became the father 
of a second daughter 
24 hours earlier — set 
up two goals and 
Brazilians Alemao and 
Careca netted twice. 

Stuttgart started the 
stronger of the two 
teams and looked 
particularly threaten- 
ing in the air. 

But only two mi- 
nutes after being 
fouled, Alemao 
opened the score. 

Jurgen Klinsmann, 
who will next season 
play in Italy with Inter 
Milan, posed the big- 
gest threat to the Ita- 
lian defence. 

In the 27th minute 
he outjumped the 
Napoli goalie Giuliano 
Giuliani and a defen- 
der to power a corner 
cross into the net. 

Maradona spoiled 
things again for the 
60,000 Germans in the 
73,000-strong crowd in 
the 40th minute, creat- 
ing a spectacular goal 
for Ciro Ferrara. 

He headed the ball 
with amazing precision 
and power into the 
goal area and Ferrara’s 
deft volley gave 
goalkeeper Eike Im- 
mel no chance.
